horse,  below  grain.  RX:  Helmet  with  cheek  pcs.  Overstruck  on  Catania 
drachm  ANS  SNG  1262.  All  the  recorded  drachms  of  this  extremely  rare  city 
are  overstruck  on  drachms  of  Katana.  This  one  is  a little  more  unusual  in  that 
it  is  overstruck  on  the  rarest  drachm  of  Katana.  It  depicts  the  facing  head  of  a 
bald  Selinos.  On  our  specimen,  the  ears,  hair,  top  of  the  head,  and  the  beard 
of  the  undertype  are  clearly  visible.  Less  than  10  silver  coins  are  recorded 
from  this  city.  Toned  EF 5500

horns,  two  tunny  at  sides  of  head.  Signed  by  Euainetos  with  letters  EYAI  only 
faintly  visible  on  the  neck.  All  within  wave  pattern  border.  RX:  Nymph 
Kamarina  riding  swan  left,  holding  up  her  drapery  to  make  a sail,  tunny 
swimming  right  below  and  leaping  out  of  water  far  right.  The  nymph  Kamarina 
is  the  daughter  of  Oceano,  and  is  the  nymph  of  the  lake  that  is  in  the  city  of 
Kamarina.  This  die  is  attributed  to  Exakestidas. 

For  a more  complete  description  and  discussion  of  the  obverse  and  reverse, 
we  quote  directly  from  The  Coinage  of  Kamarina  by  Ulla  Westermark  and 
Kenneth  Jenkins,  pg.  62-64:  “Euainetos  gives  a new  version  of  the  river  god. 
The  border  of  stylised  waves  surrounding  the  head  of  the  two  fishes  now 
added  connect  him  with  its  real  element,  the  water.  The  neck  is  not  cut  off  as 
on  earlier  dies,  but  part  of  the  shoulder  is  included.  This  gives  the  impression 
that  he  is  emerging  from  the  surrounding  waves  with  the  thick  masses  of 
medium-length  hair,  no  longer  bound  with  a tainia,  flowing  out  freely  from  the 
head  as  if  streaming  with  water.  The  soft  and  fleshy  face  with  wide  open  eyes, 
a broad  nose  and  full  lips  is  set  upon  a strong  neck  with  a fold.  The 
expressive  face  has  nothing  of  the  delicacy  and  sweetness  of  Exakestidas' 
river  god  but  has  a demonic  and  enigmatic  look.  The  superhuman  character 
of  this  superb  head  was  well  defined  in  Liegle's  poetic  description  of  it:  (We 
translate  from  the  German  text  in  Westermark  and  Jenkins)  'We  watch  the 
naked  spirit  of  the  depth,  the  submerged  Demon  of  the  river,  slowly  rising  to 
the  surface.  He  comes  closer  and  closer  to  the  surface,  more  and  more  of  his 


configuration  becomes  visible  as  he  reaches  the  levels  that  are  drenched  with 
sunlight.  And  then,  suddenly,  his  head  bursts  out  into  the  air,  and  he  gazes  at 
us  with  his  two  slightly  different,  wide-open  eyes.'  ...  The  question  who 
engraved  R3  is  a difficult  one.  It  was  ascribed  to  Euainetos  by  Liegle  as  it  is 
combined  with  his  signed  Hipparis  head.  Liegle  emphasised  the  superiority  of 
R3  compared  with  all  other  reverse  dies.  He  stated  that  it  gives  a fully  new 
version  of  the  motive,  'something  totally  new,'  assuming  that  the  new  die 
shows  ‘the  return  home'  whereas  the  other  versions  show  the  swan  and 
nymph  flying  up  and  leaving  the  lake.  He  bases  this  idea  on  the  fact  that  in  all 
other  dies,  the  waves  do  not  touch  the  swan's  body,  and  only  in  R3  is  the 
swan  really  in  the  water  Considering  the  decorative  way  in  which  the  waves 
are  used,  forming  a stylised  border  or  partial  border,  it  seems  too  far-fetched 
to  give  this  small  difference  a deep  meaning  and  regard  it  as  a sign  of  an 
important  change  of  the  idea  conveyed  in  the  motive.  The  position  of  the 
swan  is  basically  the  same  in  all  versions  and  there  is  hardly  any  significant 
enough  change  to  allow  for  different  interpretations  of  the  subject  in  one 
version  or  another.  As  [previously  stated],  the  most  likely  interpretation  is  that 
the  swan  is  swimming  or  'sailing'  over  the  water  in  all  versions.  The  superior 
artistic  quality  of  R3  explains  Liegle's  attribution  of  it  to  Euainetos,  though 
another  and  perhaps  preferable  suggestion  would  be  the  engraver  of  R2,  who 
may  be  Exakestidas,  and  who  in  a second  version  may  have  improved  his 
own  first  result."  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  imaginative  and 
beautiful  works  of  numismatic  art  created  in  Sicily  at  the  height  of  the  island’s 
creative  power. 

Westermark  and  Jenkins  in  1980  record  8 specimens  of  this  die  pair.  Three 
additional  specimens  have  come  up  for  sale  since  1980.  Ours  is  by  far  the 
finest  recorded  specimen.  The  only  coin  that  challenges  ours  for  the  finest 
known  is  Jenkins- 163  which  is  unique  in  that  it  has  a dotted  border  instead  of 
a wave  pattern  on  the  obverse,  though  it  shares  the  same  rev.  die.  The 
obverse  is  undoubtedly  sharper;  but  it  has  a heavy  die-break  at  the  neck,  and 
the  reverse  die  is  somewhat  more  worn,  and  the  planchet  is  corroded.  We 
feel  it  is  a comparable  coin  to  ours  in  value  because  even  though  it  is  unique, 
ours  is  the  finest  known  of  1 1 specimens  and  is  a much  more  well-conceived 
obverse  die.  In  1962,  Jenkins-163  appeared  in  a Munzen  und  Medaillen  sale 
where  it  brought  SFR  31,000.  The  only  coin  that  brought  more  was  an 
Aboukir  medallion  that  sold  for  SFR  94,000.  A Clodius  Macer  denarius  in  the 
same  sale,  which  recently  sold  for  $80,000,  failed  to  reach  its  SFR  12,000 
estimate  and  did  not  sell.  A very  pleasant  mint  state  Marcus  Aurelius  aureus, 
worth  a standard  $5000  today,  went  for  SFR  1550,  and  another  one  went  for 
SFR  1300,  while  an  EF  Judaea  Capta  sestertius  of  Vespasian  brought  SFR 
1075,  and  an  octadrachm  of  Arsinoe  in  mint  state  brought  SFR  2100.  In  the 
Hunt  sale  of  June  19,  1990,  which  was  admittedly  a high-priced  sale,  a 
didrachm  of  Kamarina  with  a similar  reverse  (same  design,  but  not  the  same 
dies)  and  a much  commoner  profile  obverse,  graded  about  extremely  tine,  but 
in  reality  only  very  fine,  brought  $137,500  with  commissions  added  in. 

This  coin  stands  as  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  Greek  art.  There  is  a raised 
flange  on  the  left  side  of  the  reverse,  similar  to  162.5  and  162.1  and  163.  This 
indicates  that  these  coins  were  struck  from  a ball  of  metal  rather  than  a flat 
flan,  and  any  uneven  pressure  to  any  side  of  the  die  would  give  this  result. 
There  is  a hairline  crack  in  the  obverse  at  11  o'clock  which  is  reflected  on  the 
reverse  at  10  o’clock.  The  obverse  is  wonderfully  complete  and  reveals 
details  never  before  seen  on  this  issue.  The  reverse  shows  a perfect  swan 
with  wings  extended  and  a nymph  Kamaraina  with  beautiful  facial  detail,  her 
hair  tied  in  a bun  by  a cord  with  the  ends  flying  loose  at  the  top.  She  has  two 
full  breasts  and  a very  prominent  belly-button.  She  of  course  holds  her 
drapery  in  both  hands,  left  down,  right  up,  to  make  the  billowing  drapery  into  a 
sail  to  aid  her  swan  to  glide  across  the  lake.  Once  again,  this  reverse  is  the 
best  reproduction  of  this  motif,  Kamarina  on  her  swan,  ever  seen. 
Interestingly,  this  very  coin  has  appeared  three  previous  times,  described  by 
three  respected  auction  houses  as  corroded,  when  in  reality,  it  was  only 
incrusted.  Only  the  high  points  of  the  hair  above  the  forehead  and  the  top  of 
the  nose  did  not  realize  the  full  benefit  of  the  die  at  the  time  of  striking,  though 
none  finer  exist.  This  coin  would  be  an  important  acquisition  for  even  the 
largest  museums  or  the  most  advanced  collectors.  Virtually  Mint  State  75000

CLAUDIUS  (41-54  AD)  - All  Claudius  denarii,  Lots  #227-243,  are  from  a 
very  important,  newly  discovered  hoard  that  required  export  licenses  to 
leave  the  country,  which  we  have  applied  for  and  been  granted. 

Plated  Denarii  of  Claudius  from  a Recent  British  Hoard 
This  hoard  of  168  fourr6  denarii  of  Claudius  and  4 fourr6  denarii  of  Augustus 
or  Tiberius  was  found  near  Wortham  in  Suffolk  in  1995  (The  BM  obtained  90 
of  these  coins  for  their  collection).  The  Claudian  coins  were  heavily  die-linked, 


suggesting  that  this  parcel  had  not  travelled  tar  from  the  workshop  that 
produced  them;  presumably  that  shop  was  in  Britain  itself,  and  the  coins  will 
have  been  struck  soon  after  Claudius'  tenth  tribunician  year  (50-51  AD),  which 
is  the  latest  date  that  they  bear.  There  are  several  indications  that  these  coins 
are  ancient  counterfeits,  meant  to  deceive  the  soldiers  and  merchants  of 
Britain,  rather  than  an  official  issue  produced  by  the  Roman  authorities  in 
order  to  finance  their  campaigns  against  the  native  tribes  of  Wales  and  central 
England,  which  continued  throughout  Claudius’  reign.  The  style  of  the  coins, 
though  good,  is  not  quite  that  of  the  official  aurei  and  denarii;  the  dies  are 
clearly  not  the  work  of  the  official  mint  at  Lugdunum.  On  one  obv.  die  (nos. 
240-241  below)  Claudius'  name  begins  T CAVD  rather  than  Tl  CLAVD,  an 
error  which  is  without  parallel  on  any  official  die.  Finally,  we  find  that  coins 
dated  46-47  AD  were  sometimes  struck  from  the  same  rev.  dies  as  coins 
dated  50-51  AD  (e  g.  DE  BRITTAN  Arch,  nos.  228-229  below,  SPQR  PP  OB 
CS  in  wreath,  nos.  234  and  242-243  below).  It  would  be  surprising  if  official 
rev.  dies  had  remained  in  use  so  long;  the  truth  is  probably  that  the  denarii 
bearing  both  dates  were  produced  together  sometime  after  50-51  AD  by  a 
counterfeiter  who  had  copied  their  dies  not  only  from  the  most  recent  but  also 
from  somewhat  older  official  coins  then  circulating  in  Britain. 

The  hoard  is  thus  an  interesting  document  of  the  monetary  history  of  Britain 
soon  after  the  Roman  conquest.  As  a report  in  the  British  Museum  Quarterly 
states,  the  hoard  “attests  the  speed  with  which  the  introduction  of  Roman 
coinage  to  Britain  after  AD  43  was  followed  by  the  manufacture  of  forgeries." 
The  British  Museum,  in  addition  to  acquiring  more  than  half  of  the  hoard  (90 
pieces)  for  its  own  collection,  has  photographed  and  recorded  the  remainder 
of  the  hoard  too,  and  intends  to  publish  it  in  due  course.  This  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  a collector  to  document  an  early  period  in  Romano-British 
history  with  a coin  from  an  important  hoard  that  will  soon  be  published,  or,  on 
a more  basic  level,  to  fill  in  a difficult  spot  in  the  silver  series  of  the  twelve 
Caesars  at  a moderate  price.  As  these  were  important  to  the  British  Museum, 
we  needed  and  received  an  export  licence  for  these  coins.

Whan  the  Romans  expanded  the  boundaries  of  their  Empire  they 
adopted  many  elements  of  the  cultures  they  came  in  contact  with 
including,  from  the  Etruscans  and  the  Celts,  the  fibula,  or  brooch.  In  this 
period  of  conquest  and  defence,  the  military  was  a central  feature  of  late 
Roman  culture.

Ushabtis  of  Khaemwase  - The  Archaeologist  Prince 

Important  Egyptian  Faience  Ushabtis  of  Ramses  II 's  fourth  son, 
Khaemwase  by  Ramses'  wife  istnofret,  the  second  royal  spouse.  19th 
Dynasty,  1270  B.C.,  “Khaemwase  inherited  his  father's  interest  in 
Egypt’s  splended  past  and  became  the  first  archaeologist.  He  was  later 
revered  by  Greek  and  Roman  conquorers  of  Egypt  as  a scholar  and 
magician.  Appointed  to  the  Priesthood  at  Memphis  as  a youth  and 
eventually  assuming  the  office  as  high  priest,  Khaemwase  studied  the 
ancient  writings  and,  by  the  time  of  his  death  in  Year  55  of  his  father’s 
reign,  he  had  systematically  restored  the  Old  Kingdom  pyramids  at  Giza 
and  Saqqara  which,  even  then,  were  more  than  a thousand  years 
old. ..Through  the  traditional  jubilee  festival  (hebsecf),  beginning  in  the 
Year  30  [of  Ramses  ll’s  reign],  [Ramses]  sought  to  renew  his 
youthfulness  and  power...  For  several  months  before  [Ramses  Il's]  first 
jubilee  festival  in  1249  B.C.,  the  king's  son,  Khaemwase,  in  his  role  as 
high  priest  of  Memphis,  must  have  traveled  the  land  proclaming  the 
great  event.  Records  of  his  announcement,  in  the  form  of  stele  and 
inscriptions,  are  found  particularly  in  Egypt’s  southern  border  areas, 
namely,  Aswan,  where  it  was  believed  the  Nile  floods  began,  and  Gebel 
Silsileh,  an  area  sacred  to  Hapi,  god  of  the  Nile  flood.  In  a sense,  the 
jubilee  was  simular  to  a flood,  for  just  as  the  Nile's  deposit  of  tertil  silt 
rejuvinated  the  land,  so  too  did  his  jubilee  festival  rejuvinate  the  king."
